It states that the paper 
is first cut by dies, and is then passed to a 
larve number of girls whose business it is to 
fold and paste them—and the article seems 
to challenge the admiration of the world for 
the expedition with which large quantities 
are thus manufactured. 

Now all this may excite the wonder of an 
Enolishman, but the Yankee is not satisfied 
with such slow progress. We have machines 
now running at Worcester, Mass, patented 
by Dr. Hawes, one of which does more and 
better work in a day than all the girls men- 
tioned in the article to which we refer. — 
These machines cut, fold, paste and, we be- 
heve, count the envelopes--leaving but the 
packing them for market as the work of hu- 
man hands.

According to 
Le Covteur the weight of a good crop Varles 
from thirteen to twenty-seventons per acre, 


When parsnips are given to milch cows, with 


Ja lithe hay, in the winter season, the butter 


is found to be of as fine a color and excellent 
flavor as when the animals are feeding In the 
best pastures, As parsnips contain six per 
cent. more mucilage than carrots,the ditfer- 
ence nay be sufficient to account for tbe su- 
perior fattening as well as butter-making 
quality ofthe parsnip. In the fattening of 
cattle the parsnip is found superior to the 
carrot, performing the business with more 
meat of a highly 
juicy flavor; the animals eat it with much 
greediness. The result of experiment has 
hown that not oniy in neat cattle, but in the 
attening of hogs and poultry, the animals)
